NAT GOODWIN ASKS DIVORCE

Petition Against His Wife, Max- 
ine Elliott, Filed at Reno.

SHE DENIES ANY MiscoNDUCT 


‘Reno, wed. Sept. Nal sdk Net C. 
Goodwin filed yesterday afternoon, before 
departing for the east, the sult for divorce 
which it hag long been expected either he 
or his wife, Maxine Elliott, would institute. 

As in his suit against Goodwin's second 
wife, Ella Baker Pease Goodwin, the Buf- 
falo heiress, the complaint is sealed and the 
ground on which the action is brought has 
not been disclosed. Mr. Goodwin remained 
here on his visit only long enough to consult 
his lawyers and put the complaint on record, 
The celebrated comedian denied when he 
opened his mining office here a year ago 
that he was going to acquire residence in 
Nevada for the purpose 6f suing for a di- 
vorece. He has declared many times that his 


‘mining Interests alone brought him here 


and that the stage has become his pastime, 
and a consideration secondary to his mining, 


He is now 51 years of age, and his wife 37. 


Wife Expected to Contest... 
It is thought Mrs. Goodwin will contest 
It was definitely announced a 
short time ago that she was about to file 
suit for divorce and that) her complaint 
would contain some startling allegations 
If this be 


well as a genoral denial of the allegations 


made by Goodwin. 

Back of it all comes the conjecture that 
the reason of the recent rupture in the do- 
mestic relations of Harry McMillin and Edna 
Goodrich, which resulted in the breaking off 
of their engagement, means that ‘Goodwin 
ie succeeding in his fight for the heart and 
hand of the former “ Florofora ” beauty. 
The filing of the divorce| complaint seems 
to explain this action of' Goodwin in entering 
business in Reno. It apparently was for the 
purpose of establishing a residence in order 
that he might bring the puit\the statutes 
requiring that he be a boria fide resident of 
the county for a period of at least six months 
preceding the commencement of the action, 


Trouble Began in 1905. 
The domestic lesion thpt has kept Mr. 
Goodwin and Mrs. Goodwim more or less 
apart for three years beg qn in 1905, when 't 
was wrongfully. announced that Mrs. Good- 
win was suing for divorce|and would imme- 
diately marry P. A. B. Widener, the million- 
aire of Philadelphia, who was known to have 
been particularly attentive; to her for severa? 
years before. 
That divorce case did nok come to trial. or 
to more than unofficial publicity; nor did the 
game story circulated a year afterward, and 
again in 1907. Both Mr. |Goodwin and his 
wife took every occasion’ to deny it. And 
although the two have beer playing apart for 
two theatrical seasons, eacty deciared that 
the separation was only artirtic and had not 
a domestic aspect at ali. | 
Nevertheless it became noticeable that Mr. 
Goodwin and his wife held “no revivals" 
of the old comedies ip which they used ta 
play together, and only 4@ little while ago 
the rumors of thelr impenfiing divorce grew 
persistent egain when Mr. Goodwin was said 
to have lost his heart to Edina Goodrich, his 
former jeading woman, and to have so far 
forgotten himeelf as to plirsue thet pretty 
woman throughout most of Europe. 
But Miss Goodrich already was engaged to 
her rich western mining man, J. Harry Mc- 
Millan of Nevada, and gaye the actor short 
shtift. His efforts to break the engagement 
were futile and when he neturned from the 
Goodwin had noticeably, 
ternpered her denials of estrangement.

Couple Married in 1896. 
Nat Goodwin and Mise Elliott were mar- 
ried in 1896 in Cleveland, O. It was his third 


ond Mr. Goodwin was first wedded to Eliza 
Weatherby, a dancer, She died a few years 
later and then Goodwin married Elle Pease, 
the divorced wife of a Buffalo physician. 
This second venture proved disastrous and 
it was not long before it ended in a divorce. 
Mr. Goodwin was in San Francisco when 
he first met Mise Elijott. She at that time 
was a member of a local stock company, 
more noted for her beauty than for her his- 
trionic ability, She had started her career 
with E. 8. Willard, playing a smal! part in 
“The Middleman" in 1891, and soon after 
married a lawyer named George R. Dermott 
of New York City. But after a short trial 
they discovered they could not get along 
congentally together and a divorce followed. 
The friendship between Goodwin and the 
young actress grew and ‘when Goodwin start- 
ed with his company for Australia she ex- 
preseced a desire to join the troup. Their first 
agreement did not hold, but soon after Good- 
win landed at Sydney, Miss Elilott sent word 
that she would finally consent to join him. 


Miss Elliott Becomes Star. 

She then crossed the ocean to Sydney. As 
soom as she started with the company trouble 
cropped out between her and Blanche Walsh, 
Goodwin's leading woman, which culminated 
in Miss Walsh taking the next steamer home. 

Goodwin then promoted Miss Elliott to the 
part of his leading woman. He taught her 
considerably about playing her part, and in 
1896, asked her to play a domestic part with 
him, to which she consented. 

She then became a full fledged star and for 
several yeafs the couple played together and 
then they separated, each becoming head of 
their own company. Since Miss Elliott and 
Goodwin became stars im separate companies 
there have been repeated rumors of their 
parting, based, it was claimed, on Mr. Good- 
win’s liking for his different heading: women.

“Option Elections ‘Grand Stand’ Play.” 


Mr. Maiwurm’s report, in part, is: 

“At the elections last fall in the seven- 
teen counties not under township organiza- 
tion, local option elections werewtheld in each 
precinct. It wasa‘ grand stand’ play on the 
- part of the anti-saloonists for the purpose of 
deluding the people, for these elections were 
G@éemanded in many courties among the rocks 
and shrubs of southern Illinois, where there 
were few people and consequently no demand 
for the saloon; as, for instance, Johnson and 
Edwards counties, in which a saloon had not 
existed for years; Pope, witn ony four sa- 
loons to satisfy its 14,000 population; Scott, 
with but two saloons to irrigate its 250 square 
miles of territory; Calhoun and Wabash, 
with ten saloons to satisf¢ the thirst of near- 
ly 22,000 people. In these and other equally 
as dry territory the Anti-Saloon league de- 
manded a local option election. 

“In nearly all of this territory no oppo- 
‘gition could be offered, and it was only in the 
“Jarger cities where saloons existed in rea- 


- gonable numbers that a fight was put up. 


“again, in the spring the Anti-Saloon 
league demanded local option elections in 
1,295 townships in this state. Five hundred 
and thirty of these never had a saloon within 
their limits; im 260 townships of thirty-six 
equare miles only one saloon existed in each; 
in thirty-eight counties, averaging 395 square 
miles there were less than twelve saloons in 
each, an average of one saloon tor every 
thirty-three square miles. |

“Why should local option elections have 
been held in ali thisterritory where the liquor 
question could not possibly cut any figure? 
it was for the purpose of deluding the people 
into the idea that Illinois had been swept 
by a great tidal wave of prohibition. 

“ As a matter of fact, local option elections 
were held in thirty-five townships out of the 
1,205, in which the liquor trade was repre- 
gented by twenty saloons or more, and in this 
territory was really the true test, which has 
been made at each of the city spring elections 
in years past, when the question of a wet or 
gry board of aldermen has been the main 
question before the people.

Big Baseule Will Be in Working Order 
After 9 This Morning. — 


Thousands of suburban passengers of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway bound for 
their homes had to walk a half mile out of 
their way yesterday in order to get to their 
accustomed trains. 

Because of unfamiliarity of switchmen 
with the levers operating tracks which crose 
ood new bascule bridge, all suburban trains 
oaded and unloaded their passengers in the 
yards at Kinzie and Clinton streets, and the 
bewildered suburbanites were obliged to pick 
their way through railroad yerde and dirty 
streets among freight trains and teams. 
The work of connecting the eighteen tracks 
running into the Welle street station with the 
two tracks on the new briége necessitated 
& complete rearrangement of the switches 
and ifterlocking signals. The train crews 
and the men charged with the duty of throw- 
ing the switches were so unfamiliar with the 
new arrangements that it was deemed unsafe 
to attempt to handle the suburban trains over 
the new bridge. 
Suburbanites bound for their homes were 
greeted at the station by signs reading: 
“Suburban trains leave this evening from 
the west side at Canal and Clinton streets.” 
Most of them chose the Kinzie street route 
and the temporary bridge across the river at 
Illinois street, which required them to peas 
over &@ mage of tracks and around freight 
care, Others, who knew what to expect, 
walked over the Lake street bridge and west 
to Clinton or Canal street. 
The crowd for the most part took the in- 
cénveniente good naturedly, but many com- 
plaints were heard from the tired ones, who 
had not expected to walk, and from those 
who were laden with bundles or suit cases. 
Cabs and buses were doing a thriving busi- 
ness. The railroad company had pressed 
jts tranefer buses into service, and many of 
the women and children were carried free 
between the station and the trains. 
The officials said the bridge was working 
perfectly and that there was little delay 
in the movement of the through trains, but 
it was not considered safe to attempt to 
handle the hundreds of suburban trains 
through the complicated layout of switches 
until the men were thoroughly familiar wfth 
the new arrangement. Suburben trains will 
use the bridge after 9 o’clock this morning.
